make due returns thereof, and to pay over to said 
justice all fines, together with the proceeds of all sales ; 
and the said justice, after deducting his own fees, shall

AN ACT to prohibit the opening of dance-houses and ten-pin 
alleys on Sundays. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. No owner, lessee or occupant of any DanelnA, 

building, tavern or dwelling-place in this state, shall rre d " un y. 
keep such building, tavern or dwelling-place open on 
the Lord's day, commonly called Sunday, for the pur. 
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pose of holding or carrying on public or private danc-
ing, or playing nine or ten-pins. 

SECTION 2. Every person violating any of the pro-
visions of the first section ot this act, shall [be] 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof before any court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall be punished by fine in a sum not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail for a term not 
exceeding sixty days, or both such fine and imprison-
ment, at the discretion of the court 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
